was discovered which prohibits tho 
overriding of the mayor’s veto by a 
legislative body until IO days have 
elapsed. 
The state law. covering this polut, 
is found in Section No. 4284 of the 
General Code of Ohio which rends: 
“When the mayor disapproves ab or­ 
dinance or a resolution, or any pait 
thereof, and returns it to the council 
with his objections, council may. after 
IO days, reconsider it. . . . ’’ This 
means that the ordinance cannot be 
taken up for passage over the mayor's 
veto before July Ii.

Instructions havo 
been issued to the police to arrest 
persons who discharge pyrotechnics 
within the city limits. 
Mayor's Veto Message. 
Mayor Benedum'a message to the 
city law makers disapproving the re­ 
pealer message, hts first veto since 
assuming the reins of office last Jan­ 
uary I, follows: 
“I am returning herewith an ordi­ 
nance passed by your honorable body 
on June 26, 
entitled ‘An ordi­ 
nance to repeal ordinance number 
2041 passed on the l$th day of Febru­ 
ary. 1926, prohibiting lh® use of fire­ 
works within the corporate limits of 
the City of East Liverpool. Ohio,” 
which I have seen fit to veto.

P. to 
pave the way for a return to party responsibility which is impos­ 
sible in the present primary system. 
Under the proposed amendment, the road is open for the leg­ 
islature to determine how nominations shall be made—whether by 
convention, or a modified primary system involving a pre primary 
convent) rn and an endorsed slate. However, it provides delegates 
must be elected by the voters if nominations are to be made by 
convention. The method of selecting delegates to national conven­ 
tions is left unchanged. 
In the opinion of many observers, abolition of the present pri­ 
mary system should arouse more interest in the selection of party 
nominees and, too, it will encourage many qualified men and 
women, who dislike to be made targets of mud-throwing, to permit 
their names to be suggested for public office. 


Popular Summer Schools 


Summer schools are open, or opening, in all parts of the coun­ 
try. There are summer courses for every grade of pupil from the 
little tots to teachers taking post-graduate work. 
The increasing popularity of summer study for adults may be 
attributed to the higher requirements for teachers and to the in­ 
terest in travel and professional advancement. 
The youngsters go to summer school for various reasons. 
Sometimes it is because they failed in a subject in regulai term 
and want to make it up instead of staying behind their class. 
Sometimes it is because they have been absent a good deal during 
the regular session and, although they could be passed, it is bettei 
for them to have a little more practice and training in certain 
difficult branches before they start the new school year. In still 
other cases, it is because they want to get ahead, to finish the full 
school course in a year or a term less time. Finally, some pupils 
go to summer school for the simple but surprising reason that 
they like it. The summer term is short. It leaves ample time for 
vacation fun before the fall term begins. The classes are small. 
The teachers have time to give individual attention to pupils. 
A summer teacher in a high school remarked, “The children 
enjoy the summer work. One little girl told me it was more fun 
to come to school than just fool around at home.” 
All this popularity of summer schools is interesting. It may 
hasten the day of all-year round schools, with short holidays be­ 
tween them instead of two long semesters with long summer 
‘vacation. 


Metropolitan Curfew

ally perfected that will produce a fuel 
that will be a substitute for gasoline, 
and when that happens the oil indus­ 
try will have either to re-di6cover how 
gasoline once was made and sold at 
less than ten cents the gallon or de 
velop a new use for the volatile p ro 
duct that Is as universal ae that for 
which it wil be supplanted. 
Chemistry's most significant contri­ 
bution to industry’, however, is said to 
be in the lowering of production cost*, 
rather than in the displacing of exist­ 
ing products, and It also serves not­ 
ably in turning out better and purer 
products. 
The chemist is not a de­ 
stroyer; be ie a builder, a purifier, 
aud a simplifier, ac well as a creator. 
He achieves some of his greatest re­ 
sults, also, in the utilization of waste 
products or by-products. 
An illustration of the latter th at is 
frequently pointed out is what Henry 
Ford does with coal. The flivver king

ASSEMBLY TO ACT 


Would Abolish Large 
Expenditures of Funds 
in Campaigns. 


COLUMBUS, July I — Business and 
politics, Joined hands here today in 
launching a campaign for the repeal 
of the present primary election law 
and pledged support to a proposal 
which embodies features of the pres­ 
ent law and the old convention form 
of nominating candidates for state 
offices. 
A petition which has already been 
approved by Attorney General C. C. 
Crabbe and which outlines the prin­ 
ciples of the new nominating plan, 
was filed with Secretary of State Tfaad 
H. Brown today. 
Sponsors of the new proposal In­ 
clude some of the most prominent 
men In the business and political life 
of the state. Charles L. Knight, pub­ 
lisher of the Akron Beacon-Journal, 
and one of the state’s chief political 
leaders, is chairman of the committee 
working for the petition's adoption. 
Other members include Robert A 
Taft, of Cincinnati, speaker of the 
house of representatives in the state 
legislature; Louis H. Brush, Salem, 
widely known newspaper publisher; 
former Governor Harry L. Davis, of 
Cleveland, and H. H. Timken, of Can­ 
ton, wealthy manufacturer. 
Summary of Plan. 
Summarized, the new plan would 
empower the state legislature to select 
the manner in which nominations shall 
be made, hut provides that should the 
convention form be adopted, the dele­ 
gates to such convention shall be 
elected by direct vote of the people. 
It provides also that the various 
counties may nominate candidates by 
either convention or primary, but in 
every instance 
delegates 
must be 
elected by popular vote. 
One of the principal arguments ad­ 
vanced for the new proposal is that it 
would abolish large expenditures in 
securing nominations. 
Chairman Knight, in a statem ent 
outlining the plan, said: 
"When we have reached the point 
that no governor can he nominated for 
a $10,000 office without spending for 
such nomination from $50,000 to $100,- 
000 then it is time to call a halt. The 
primary system as It now Is has 
driven out of public life our able men 
who will no longer submit to long and 
arduous campaigns in a field of po­ 
litical 
adventure. 
Any system 
of 
selecting candidates which puts a 
premium on wealth drives the poor 
out of politics or compels him to seek 
financial assistance from those who 
seldom give it unless through the ex­ 
pectation of being amply repaid at 
the people’s expense. 
Batter Government ie Aim. 
"We 
believe this amendment, lf 
adopted, will restore responsible party 
government, will induce abler men to 
enter public life, will do away with 
the disgraceful use of large sums of 
money to procure nominations and 
will cause all 
parties 
to 
consider 
principles rather than expedients.” 
The statem ent also said the cam­ 
paign for adoption a? being financed 
by men who are not nov/ seeking, or 
expect to seek, public office and who 
have no plans or expectations to re­ 
alize other than that they may bring 
about 
better 
government 
for the 
state of Ohio.

Summarized, the new plan would 
empower the state legislature to select 
the m anner in which nom inations shall 
be made, hut provides th a t should the 
convention form bo adopted, the dele­ 
gates to such convention shall be 
elected by direct vote of the people.

The important fact is that the nations 
of Europe, left alone to solve their 
own problems, must either unite in the 
development of an Independent Euro­ 
pean confederation of split up into 
the system of ententes and alliances 
which existed before the war.

Frank discussion of this evolution­ 
ary movement is going on in respon­ 
sible quarters throughout Europe. The 
general conclusion is that the lesser 
league, rightly directed, will be able 
to do more for its membership than 
the old league lf It turns its energies 
particularly to European problems, 
and puts Europe’s house in order with­ 
out mixing in the affairs of the Unit­ 
ed States and South America.

lections.

591.25 in the dog 
and 
kennel fund. 
The balance at the close of the fiscal

ear, June 30, 1925, is 98,139.12, which 
I a record balance. 
The gross 
collections credited to 
this fund during the fiscal year has 
been listed at $10,360.70, over half of 
which has been credited since Jan. 
I last. 
During 
the fiscal year there has 
been paid from this fund for sheep 
killed and Injured $3,738.96. and there 
£ $ s been paid for other anim als killed 
or injured, for which the law provid­

com pensation only $95.

America Hears Oat 1,200 Tons 
Of Paper Currency Every Year 


Life of $1 Bill, Continu­ 
ally Decreasing, Now 
A verages Six Months, 
Says Treasury Depart 
ment. 


WASHINGTON — Twelve hundred 
tons of paper currency are manufac­ 
tured annually by the United States 
government to supply needs of 
the 
country. 
Americans wear 
out 
their paper 
money faster than their shoes, accord 
ing to experts, who said that during 
the past 12 months more than 1,000,- 
000,000 new bills were put Into circa 
lation. 
‘‘The 
United 
States 
Bureau 
ot 
Standards, in 
co-operation with the 
Treasury and Bureau 
of 
Efficiency 
have started a study to find means 
cf extending the life of paper money,” 
said a statem ent issued at the Depart­ 
ment of Commerce. 
“The life of a $1 hill, which Is the 
greater part of our paper currency, 
had been continually decreasing in the 
past years until in 1924 It averaged 
six months. 
Formerly 
its 
life was 
around 20 months.” 
The use of paper currency has in­ 
creased three fold In the last 15 years. 
The country wore out a billion paper 
biHs last year weighing 1,200 tons. 
Officials said that

chief con­ 
tributing 
factors to the decreasing 
life of paper currency are due to

Summer schools are open, or opening, in all parts cif the coun­ 
try. There are summer courses for every grade of pupil from the 
little tots to teachers taking post-graduate work. 
The increasing popularity of summer study for adults may be 
attributed to the higher requirements for teachers and to the in­ 
terest in travel and professional advancement. 
The youngsters go to summer school for various reasons. 
Sometimes it is because they failed in a subject in regular term 
and want to make it up instead of staying behind their class. 
Sometimes it is because they have been absent a good deal during 
the regular session and, although they could be passed, it is better 
for them to have a little more practice and training in certain 
difficult branches before they start the new school year. In still 
other cases, it is because they want to get ahead, to finish the full 
school course in a year or a term less time. Finally, some pupils 
go to summer school for the simple but surprising reason that 
they like it. The summer term is short. It leaves ample time for 
vacation fun before the fall term begins. The classes are small. 
The teachers have time to give individual attention to pupils. 
A summer teacher in a high school remarked, “The children 
enjoy the summer work. One little girl told me it was more lim 
to come to school than just fool around at home.” 
All this popularity of summer schools is interesting. It may 
hasten the day of all-year round schools, with short holidays be­ 
tween them instead of two long semesters with long summer 
/acation.

business prospects. Within sixty days 
this industry, which has more than 
$ I OO,(KIO,OOO invested in it and turns 
out an annual product valued at a 
third of that amount, had received a 
body blow, the full effects of which 
have not yet been determined. 
This was due to the simultaneous 
discoveries by a Frenchman and a 
German of a process for manufactur­ 
ing methanol, which is the scientific 
name for the kind of alcohol that is 
distilled from wood, that Is very much 
cheaper than the distillation process.!

present foim will cease to exist.
